Waycross, Ga., March 1!2.—(Special.)— 
John 6 Sharp, one of the most promi- 
Ment and largest real estate owners of 
Waycross, was assassinated in his own 
vard on lower Plant avenue tonight 
about 8:15 o'clock. 

His family had gone to church, and 
the horrible deed was not known until 
his wife and children returned from 
church about 9 o'clock, when they dis- 
covered his body and gave the 
Neighbors heard the shooting, and 
heard a scream in the direction tha 
Sharp residence, but thought no more of 
the matter until his dead body was dis- 
covered. 

The assassin, it seems, was hid under 
the front steps, and as Mr. Sharp stepped 
out and started through the yard tw») 
loads of buckshot were fired into his 
back, killing him instantly. As soon as 
the news of the assassination was 
started great crowds gathered on the 
scene and viewed the body, which was 
not disturbed until the coroner could ar- 
rive and hold an inquest Over the re- 
mains. 

Coroner Germes was soon present, and 
the inquest over the remains came to 
an end about 11:30 o’clock. There was 
fio evidence introduced to who com- 
‘mitted the crime. Neighbors testified 
that they heard Mr. Sharp scream just 
before the gun shot reports. 

Coroner’s Jury Verdict. 

The jury returned a verdict that ‘he 
deceased came to his death by gun shot 
wounds at the hands of parties unknown. 

John Sharp was about fifty years ol, 
and had been a resident of Waycross for 
a number of years. He came here from 
Jasper, Fla., and was married into one 
of the best and most influential! families 
in south Georgia. For some time

Presentation of,his summary of the 
bank transactions and financial operations 
of Greene and Ga'tynor and Carter by the 
national examiner, E. J. Johnson, was 
continued in the federal court. today.

This showed that 
Carter issued four checks in December, 
1892, aggregating $65,652. These were 
deposited to the account of John F. Gaty- 
nor in the American Exchange National 
bank. From this amount, the witness 
subtracted $26,952, which was the value 
of the working plant of Greene and Gay- 
nor, as snown by the minutes of the 
Atlantic Contracting Company. The div- 
ision of the remainder, $38,700, was made 
January 3, 1893, and On the same day 
$12,900 was drawn from the accounts of 
Greene and Gaynor, and Carter purchased 
with cash $14,447 worth of bonds, the ad- 
ditional cash required having been. real- 
ized from a sale of bonds bought at the 
time of the first division. 

Explains the Divisions. 

The witness continued his explanation 
of the divisions, of which there are thir- 
ty-two in evidence, explaining each time 
how the money was disbursed by Carter, 
and how one-third was withdrawn from 
the account in which it was deposited 
on the same day, and of how, on the 
same or the following day, a correspond- 
ing amount was invested by Carter, 

As each step in the transaction was ex- 
plained, the jurors were handed corre- 
sponding exhibits.

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KENTUCKY GRIPS 
CALEB POWEHS 


Alleged Goebel Assassin Loses 


in the Federal Court 


Opinion Against Powers Delivered 
by Justice Harlan—Court Holds 
That Kentucky Must Decide 
the Fate of 

Powers. 


Washington, March 12.—The Caled 
Powers case was decided by the su- 
preme court of the United States today 
against Powers. The opinion was deliv- 
ered by Justice Harlan and held that The 
case was not removable from the state 
to. the federal courts: The case Was 
therefore remanded to the Kentucky 
state courts. The opinion was based on 
the ground that the equal rights statute, 
section 641, revised statutes, does not 
apply unless recognized by state laws 
or the state constitution. Justice Harlan 
said that the supreme court of the United 
States could take cognizance of the case 
on a writ of error. The opinion was 
unanimous. 

There were two of the cases, viz,, the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky v. Caleb 
Powers, an original action, and the case 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky V. 
Caleb Powers.on appeal from the circuit 
court of the United States for the east- 
ern district of Kentucky. These are the 
cases in which the state of*Kentucky 
has sought to secure the conviction of 
Caleb Powers on the charge of com- 
plicity in the murder of William Goebel 
while Powers was occupying the office 
of secretary of state. 

Powers Tried Three Times. 

He has been tried three times by the 
circuit court of Scott county, and each 
time found guilty,. once receiving 4 sen- 
tence to death and twrce a sentence of 
life imprisonment, but the Kentucky 
court of appeals interfered in each in- 
stance to prevent the execution of the 
verdict. Last May the case was pre- 
sented to Judge Cochran, sitting in the 
United States circuit court for the East- 
ern district of Kentucky, and he granted 
a writ of habeas corpus, ordering the 
removal from the state court to his court, 
The procedings which terminated today 
were instituted by Kentucky to restore 
the case to the state courts. Hence, 
practically the only question involved was 
jurisdiction. Two modes of procedure 
were resorted to. One was appeal from 
the order of Judge Cochran, granting 
the removal to his court, and another 
a petition for a writ of mandamus, di- 
recting Judge Cochran to remand the 
case to the state courts and restore 
Powers to the custody of the sneriff of 
Scott county. 

Powers Talks of Decision. 

Cincinnati, March !2.—When seen at 
the Newport jail today, Caleb Powers 
stated that he was greatly disappointed 
in the decision of the supreme court. 
Powers said: 

“IT am, indeed, sorry to learn that the 
supreme court has decided that it has 
no jurisdiction in my case. A fair trial 
is all I have asked—all I ever wanted. 
I am innocent of the charge against 
me, and expect to fight this case as long 
as I live, but I will never be given a 
fair trial in the Kentucky coures.”’

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1S DISEASE A CRIME? 


Not so very long ago, 3 popular 
magazine published an editorial article 
in which the writer asserted, in sub- 
menes that all disease should be re 
garded as criminal. Certain it is, that 
much of the sickness and suffering of 
mankind is due to the violation of cer- 


tain of Nature’s laws, which, if under- | 


stood and implicitly followed, would 
result in the prevention of much of the 
sickness and suffering of humanity. 


But to say that all sickness should be | 


regarded as criminal, must, on a little 
sober reflection, appeal to every rea- 
sonable and -intelligent individual as 
radically wrong.

Under the foregoing head, Editor 
Richard H. Edmonds, of The Manv- 
facturers’ Record, has a remarkable 
Statistical monograph on the progress 
of the southern states in the last num- 
ber of The American Monthly Re- 
View of Reviews. 

Backed by an imposing array of 
convincing figures, Mr. Edwards re- 
views the grand achievements of the 


south in the past twenty years; her! 


industrial independence; her domi- 
nance in the old world’s cotton mar- 
ket; her coal and iron deposits of un- 
surpassed richness; her timber and 
water power; her abundant and va- 
ried farm products; her towns built 
up by the rice industry; the recent 
great increase in southern land val- 
ues; railroad building and business 
in the south; the richness of Texas, 
Indian Territory and Oklahoma, and 
other concrete phases of recent south- 
ern growth and development. 

An interesting and striking por- 
tion of the article in question is a 
statistical statement of the south’s 
losses in the civil war, whereby 
the reader is enabled to better un- 
derstand the magnitude of the south’s 
task of rehabilitation. The article 
concludes with a statistical review of 
the south of today compared with the 
rest of the country in 1880. 

A considerable part of Editor Ed- 
mond’s article is devoted to cotton 
production and manufacturing in the 
southern states. In proof of the 
south’s dominance in the world’s cot- 
ton market he says: 


In some .respects the greatest industry 
of the world is the manufacture of cot- 
ton. Jt furnishes the clothing of civi'- 
zied mankind; it gives employment to 
over $2,000,000,000 of capital and to some 
milHons of operatives. Destroy this in- 
dustry and (England's business life would 
receive almost a deathblow, and New 
England's would likewise be disastrously 
affected; Germany and France and Switz- 
eTland and Japan would a'‘so be dire suf- 
ferers. Upon the south this world-wide 
industry absolutely depends. Here three- 
fourths of the world’s cotton crop is 
raised. To this section Europe pays for 
this kingly staple a _ tribute of over 
$1,000,000 a day, holidays and Sundays 
ineluded—nearly $400,000,000 a year, or 
more than the world’s annual gold pro- 
duction. There is no other great indus- 
try of such importance as to be even 
mentioned in connection with cotton so 
absolutely dominated by any one coun- 
try. The south has taken the first steps 
in preparing to become a wor!d competi- 
tor in cotton manufacturing. In its 777 
mills, with their 9,200,000 spindles, it 
has $225,000,000 capital invested, but it 
furnishes the raw materiak for three- 
fourths of the world’s mills, which have 
110,000,000 spindles, with a capital of 
$2,000,000,000. The room for expansion 
is, therefore, limited only by the south’'s 
ability to provide labor and capita! for 
new mills, and just now the former is 
more difficult than the latter. 

Some enthusiasts predict the coming 
of a time when the south will spin and 
weave all of its own cotton. Theoretic- 
ally, this would seem to be correct, but 
by the time the milis of this section have 
so inereased as to consume the 10,000,000 
or 12,000,000-bale crop which we now 
annually produce (and this would mean 
multiplying by nine or ten our present 
mill industry), the world’s mills will 
need of us possibiy 25,000,000 or 30,- 
000,000 bales or more. Can the south 
supply it?. Under certain conditions it 
unquestionably can. An expenditure of 
about $20,000,000 by the national govern- 
ment wpon the levee work on the Mis- 
sissippi river would reclaim an area of 
30,000 square miles, or 20,000,000 acres 
of land fertile enough to yield a bale to 
the acre, or more than our present crop, 
and give us by reason of such a trifling 
investment $400,000,000 or $500,000,000 
annually of agricultural productions. 
Was there ever another case of such 
enormous . potentialities at so smal] a 
cost? Then there are vast stretches of 
land in the southwest never touched by 
the plow which cowd be made to produce 
5,000,000 or 6,000,000 bales a, year. 
Given a fair price for cotton, and stabil- 
ity of values instead of wide fluctua- 
tions, the south can solve the labor prob- 
lem of cuttivating ‘and marketing any 
amount of cotton which the world may 
require, whether it be 10,000,000, 20,000,- 
000 or 30,000,000 bales. Without stabil- 
ity in price, and such. a price as to yield 
fair profit, the south will bend its ener- 
gies to other pursuits rather than to an 
increage in cotton. production. 


An article like this from the pen of 
Editor Edmonds in a publication like 
The American Monthly Review of Re. 
views is certain to attract wide public 
attention to the south and her mag- 
nificent resources and progressive 
record.. The south needs more pub. 
licity of the kind. It will attract the 
capital and labor needed to advance 
this great section to its rightful place 
in the future destiny of the nation.

The Constitution has uniformly 
taken the position that progress and 
prosperity for Georgia and the south 
lay in the direction of concentrating 
all our capital and labor in the de 
velonment of the many material re- 
sources at our doors, rather than in 
the costly and precarious pursuit of 
near or distant speculative enter- 
prises involving always a considera- 
ble hazard of partial or total loss. It 
is when the plain people of the south 
have followed this doctrine most faith. 
fully that the section hes recorded its 
greatest advancement: and it is when 
that wholesome doctrine has been ig- 
nored that we have fallen upon evil 
times and a check in the forward 
march of industrial achievement. 

A recent issue of The Springfield 
Republican, quoting and commenting 
upon the expressions of The Portland 
Oregonian, stresses a point very near- 
ly analogous. The Republican says: 

The Portland Oregonian urges the peo- 
ple of tts state and region to devote them- 
ecives to the local staple trading com- 
modities, and leave the dealing in se- 
“made — street and the eastern 
prunes, lumber, 3 ma ion, ‘wheat 
salmon and a large number of other sta- 
ples which have made Oregon famous, 


and we care not who sells Reading pre- 
ferred, Amalgamated or New York Trac- 


tions.” Therein Mes financial independ- 
evce and gain. War in Europe might 
Cut down the prices of securities in New 
York that were being carried on foreign 
capital, “but it would enhance the value 
of a great many staple products througix 
out the west.” Legitimate enterprises of 
this sort have comparative and blessed 
independence of the stock exchange. 


The concluding sentence of The 
Republican’s comment epitomizes the 
entire matter. “Biesseq independence 
of the. stock exchange.” To that ex- 
clamation might have profitably been 
added “blessed independence” of any 
sort of fluctuating investments, the 
value of and remuneration from which 
are dependent upon unstable and 
vacillating. conditions. The fame of 
Speculation is one which, even in its 
most favorable aspects, requires that 
the successful player be a diligent 
and experienced student of the innum. 
erable events which may be expected 
directly or indirectly to affect the 
price of the commodities commonly 
listed on the various exchanges. If 
such intense absorption ig required 
of the legitimate trader, what can be 
said of the man who rashly projects 
himself into a market thimble-rigged 
from top to bottom with innumerable 
traps designed for the unwary, and 
deeper pits into which even the wili- 
est gambling veterans not infrequent- 
ly tumble? 

Unquestionably, the better way lies: 
in the devotion of the man of small 
means to dealing in the staple com 
modities in the production of which 
he is thoroughly versed, and still more 
preferably, IN THE PRODUCTION 
OF THOSE COMMODITIES WITHIN 
THE LIMITS DICTATED BY HIS 
OWN COMMON SENSE. 

That philosophy has as its basis the 
everyday maxim that the shoemaker 
Should stick to his last; and we do 
not know of a sounder or safer one. 
The people of Georgia and the south 
can produce and sell an infinite num- 
ber of articles; southern soil is more 
versatile than that of any other sec- 
tion of the country, and practically 
every southern state adapts itself to 
the peculiar talent or leaning of the 
individual farmer. It is on the sow- 
ing and reaping and selling of crops 
which may be here produced profita- 
bly that the future development and 
the prosperity of the south depends. 
The man who restricts himself to the 
raising of his home supplies and the 
upbringing of such products as he can 
dispose of easily and at a profit, is 
doing more for the south of today and 
tomorrow than his neighbor who jug: 
gles in the paper investments of his 
own or distant sections—and gener 
ally gets his fingers badly burned in 
the process. 

Experience has shown that the 
farmers of the south are no more deft 
at the game of speculation than those 
of the west or the east. The few wh» 
have prospered thereby are in stag- 
gering ratio to the number who have 
either been temporarily driven into re. 
tirement or so badly crippled finan- 
cially as to impair their worth to 
their communities as steadily pro- 
gressing developers. There will al- 
ways be markets, of course, for legit- 
imate barter and sale in the products 
of the nation; and there will always 
be men skilled in scanning the indus- 
trial and financial *horizon who are 
qualified to participate in the pro- 
ceedings. And there will exist always 
we fear, the temptation and oppor- 
tunity for novices at the game to en- 
ter and encounter the fleecing pro- 
cess. 

But we trust that the southern peo- 
ple will show an increasing disinter-. 
est in such occupations. And, adapt- 
ing The Oregonian’s advice, we trust 
the “selling” they do will be confined 
to dealing, with the firm exercise of 
caution and business sense, in the 
commodities they themselves pro- 
duce; and that their best endeavors 
will be converged in the direction o° 
substantial, plodding development, 
rather than in following after strange 
gods which are likely to turn out the 
reverse of their benign appearance.

WANTS THE CITY 
TO PAY DAMAGES 


Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company Makes Unique 
Request. 


The Georgia Railway and Electric Com. 
pany has requested the city to indem- 
nify it against all damages recovered 
by those employees of the city who ride 
free on the street cars. The request is 
contained in a letter which has been 
received by Mayor Woodward. It will 
be transmitted to council during the next 
session of that body. 

The request of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company is made for the rea- 
son that two patrolmen recently entered 
suit against the company because o! : 
juries alleged to have been sustained by 
them while riding on a car of the street! 
car company, 

The letter to the mayor and general 
council, which is signed by Preston 
Arkwright, president of the Georgia Rali- 
way and Electric Company, is 
lows: 

“Atlanta, March 8, 1906.—To the 
Orable Mayor and City Council, city of 
Atlanta, Ga.—Gentlemen: The Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company is now, 
and has been for some time past, fur- 
nishing free transportation over its lines 
of railway to the employees of various 
departments of the city of Atlanta. ‘The 
free transportation furnished the city 
would amount, if paid for, to at least 
the sum of $25,000 each year. 

“This privilege has been granted from 
time to time upon the requests of the 
heads of the several departments and of 
the officials of the city. It was repre- 
sented to us that it would facilitate the 
transaction of the business of the city, 
and be a convenience and a favor to the 
city and the men and the departments 
and to the general public. 

“This privilege is extended to the entire 
police department, fire department, sani- 
tary inspectors, and -the meter readerg of 
the water works department, and to 
other employees of the city No pay- 
ment of any kind is received or expected; 
the privilege of riding without charge is 
granted as a courtesy to the city. 

“In these particular cases it would not 
be practicable to [fSsue separate. pass- 
books to each’ individual, nor would it 
be desirable from the standpoint of the 
city to have this done. The men are 
carried, therefore, on their uniforms 

“In all these cases where compliment- 
ary transportation is granted it is under- 
Stood and agreed that in the event of 
accidents or injuries to the person travel- 
ing on a pass, the company is to be re- 
lieved from the responsibility or liability 
of any kind, no matter how the accident 
may be caused. Everyone will agree 
that this stipulation is reasonable because 
no consideration being received for the 
transportation there should not be any 
Obligation to the passenger.

WOMAN IS FREE 


Judge Roan Allowed Mrs, Willi 
Standifer To Give Bail 


Bond Was Quickly Signed and the 
Woman Beturned to Her Home. 
Husband Is Still in Prison. 
Woman’s Health 
Is Bad. 


Willie Standifer, who shot and 


killed her sister, Miss Chapel] 
nant, was released on a $5,000 bond Ly 
order of Judge L. S. Roan yesterday 
morning. 

Judge Roan said that prisons were 
made to force people into court, and he 
believed Mrs. Standifer would be on hand 
ready for trial if she was out under 
bond. 

The bond was signed by Robert Gordon, 
a whisky dealer at 16 Marietta street; 
M. W. Reed and W. U. Cotton. Mrs. 
Standifer’s brother-in-law, 

Standifer, who was bound over in a 
$1,000 bond on the charge of adultery, 
is still held a prisoner in the Tower, as 
he has so far not been able to make 
the bond. 

Mrs. Standifer returned to har boar4- 
ing house, 203 West Alexander street, 
as soon as she was released. Her 
brother, Ross Whisenant. who came to 
Atlanta from tLittleton. Ala., will re- 
main with her for a while. 

Mr. Whisenant said yesterday that he 
had not made any threats against Stand- 
ifer, and he was ata loss to understand 
how such a report became circulated. 

When Mrs. Standifer learned yesterday 
that Judge Roan had decided to let her 
go on bond she said that she believed 
all along that she would not be kept in 
jail. 

Drs. W. S. Wood and E. D. Richardson 
testified before Judge Roan that they 
knew Mrs. Standifer, and ‘believed she 
was not in a physical condition to re- 
main in a prison. They said she ha‘ 
tuberculosis, and was physically unable 
to endure close confinement. 

D. P. Durham, Mrs. Standifer’s brother- 
in-law, took the stand, and he told the 
whole story of the killing of Miss Whise- 
nant, his evidence being the same as he 
had. given in the recorder’s caurt. 

Judge Roan said he felt convinced that 
Mrs. Standifer would not leave the city, 
and would be on hand for trial,if she 
was allowed bail. He then ordered her 
release on a $5,000 bond. 

Mrs. Standifer read her Bible while she 
was in the Tower, and she stated that 
she prayed often. 

She does not feel. she says. any pangs 
of conscience for having killed her sis- 
ter. She talks about the affair with 
the same calmness as she did at first, 
saving that she did what was right and 
what was best for the git] and every- 
body else concerned.

COMES UP TODAY 


Condemned Youth Was Examined 


by Alienist Yesterday, 


Prison Commission Will Hear Ap- 
peal in Case of Boy Who Is Con- 
demned To Hang Friday 
of This 
‘Week. 


The case of Burrell Patterson will be 
taken up by the prison commission to- 
day, and the hearing promises to be 
one of the most dramatic ever held by 
the commission. 

The prisoner, who is a youth, is under 
sentence to hang in Heard county on Fri- 
day of this week, his respite coming to 
an end on that day. A number of la- 
dies, actuated by’ sympathy for the Doy, 
have interested themselves in his case, 
and interested many others, and a most 
determined effort will be made to save 
the boy’s life. 

The petition pending before the com- 
mission asks that his sentence be com- 
muted from death to life imprisonment. 

Mrs, Katherine Dickson, of 211 Rawson 
street, and Mrs. Avis Boyce, a daughter 
of Dr. M, C€. Martin, have taken the 
lead in the young man’s behalf, and it 
is to their efforts largely that the in- 
terest displayed by other persons is now 
due. 

These ,two ladies made a trip to Heard 
county, voluntarily, remaining there 
from February 26 to March 10, labor- 
ing in behalf of the boy whose life they 
were determined to save, if possible. 

During their stay in Heard county they 
hired a buggy and drove from one end of 
the county to the other, seeking to arouse 
interest and sympathy for Burrell Pat- 
terson. They succeeded in securing the 
signatures of ten of the jury which con- 
victed the young man, these ten jurors 
agreeing that life imprisonment, instead 
of death, would the young man’s just 
punishment. 

Besides the jurors, the signatyres of a 
large number of prominent citizens were 
also secured. The sympathy of Mrs, C. 
D., Hill, of Atlanta, and other prominent 
Atlanta ladies was aroused, and yester- 
day a large -number of Heard county 
people, some of the best people in the 
county, were in Atlanta for the purpose 
of attending the hearing.
